Tho people of tho other parts of 
our county aro naraiy awaro m mo 
oxistonco of quito a prosperous and 
growing community 
sottlod along 
tho Bluo 
Bivor 
and it 
may bo 
interesting 
to our 
readors to giyo 
a fow particulars 
in regard fo this 
romoto but picturesquo section of 
tho country 
Tho 
Blue 
rises in tho north 
oast part of Graham county 
on the 
New Moxico boundry and flowjLJn 
a 
southerly 
direction 
through a 
narrow canyou bordered by heavi ¬ 
ly timboil 
mountains on cither 
side 
Tho 
cultivatablo land along tho 
stream 
lies 
in 
small 
patches 
seldom oxcoeding twenty acrc3 and 
which 
boforo being 
available for 
farming havo to bo 
cleared of tho 
heavy growth oi walnut 
cotton- - 
wood 
ash 
and box 
elder 
with 
which tho river bottom is covered 
But onco in available 
shape the 
soil yields 
ample returns as it is 
very 
p roduotivo 
being 
largoly 
composed 
of 
decayed 
vogotablo 
matter 
and 
tho 
detritus 
of tho 
hills 
It is interesting to noto tho caro 
wHh which every aoro of land has
